KAUTILYA award REGULATIONS, 1989 

J. Name : These regulations will be called ' “Kautilya 
ward Regulations, 1989”. 

2. Definition* : In these Regulations, unless the context 
therwise requires :— 

(U ‘Book’ includes both a published book and a 
manuscript; 

(ii) ‘Regulations^ means Kautilya Award Regulations; 
and 

(ii) ‘Year’ means ‘Calendar Year’. 

3. Objective of ‘Kautilya Award' Scheme : The objective 
pf “Kautilya Award” Scheme is 10 promote writing of ori¬ 


ginal Hindi literature of a high standard about technical 
subjects relating to the work of the Planning Commission, 
Government of India. 

4. Awards : (1) The following Awards will be given by 
(ho Planning Commission, Govt, of India under the Regula¬ 
tions : 

One 1 st Prize : Rs. 10,000/- (Rs. ten thousand only) ’ 

One 2nd Prize : Rs, 7.000/- (Rs. seven thousand 
only) 

One. 3rd Prize : Rs. 5.000/- (Rs. five thousand only) 

(2) If in any year the Evaluation Committee comes to 
the conclusion that no book from amongst the books enter¬ 
ed, is suitable for any prize, any or all of the awards 
mentioned in clause (I) will not be given. 

(3) If the book selected for award has more than one 
author, the amount of the prize will be distributed amongst 
the authors equally. 

5. Period : The Kautilya Awards under the Regulations 
will be given for each year, but for the year 1988, the 
Awards will be given for the books published or writtenl 
during 1-1-1988 fo 31-3-1989 and for the year 1989. awards 
will be given for the books published or written during the 
period from 1-4-1989 to 31-12-1989, 
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6, Eligibility for Award : (1) Only Indian citizens will 
bo eligible for (he Kautilya Awards.

Kautilya Award Scheme.
